
 INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
FRIDAY, DECEMBER 30, 2005 – 1000 MST 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was heavy in the Southern Area and light nationally with 511 new fires 
reported for the week.  Twenty new large fires were reported, 19 in the Southern Area, and one in 
the Southwest Area.  Fifteen large fires were contained, 14 in the Southern Area, and one in the 
Southwest Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Kansas, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Texas. 
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES: 
 

A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Quesinberry) has been ordered to assist with managing 
wildfires and initial attack in Texas. 

PINE SPRINGS, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is ten miles north of Centerpoint, OK in 
grass and understory.  Four outbuildings were destroyed.  The fire is in patrol status. 

ALLEN, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is six miles north of Hugo, OK in grass.  Four 
residences and one outbuilding were destroyed.  The fire is in patrol status.   

GATLIN, Chickasaw Agency, Bureau of Indian Affairs.  This fire is north of Duncan, OK in grass.  
The fire is in patrol status.   

BIBB MTN, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is 12 miles north of Sallisaw, OK in timber 
and hardwood litter.  Watershed resources are threatened.  Rocky, steep terrain is hampering 
containment efforts. 

EVE, Ozark-St. Francis National Forests. This fire is five miles north of Big Flat, AR in timber.  
Residences and improvements remain threatened.  Moderate fire activity was observed.

EXTENDED ATTACK 

After your initial sizeup of the fire and/or transfer of command from an initial attack IC, answer 
the following questions. Repeat this analysis whenever there is a change, or predicted change, in 
fire conditions. 

  

 Do you have a current fire weather forecast for the fire location? 

 Is the observed fire weather consistent with the forecast? 

 Have you established a new organizational structure and communicated it to the other forces 
associated with the fire? 

 Can you control the fire with the resources available (either on the incident or soon to be on 
the incident) under expected conditions? 

 Have you developed a plan to attack the fire? 

• Direct or indirect  
• Anchor points  
• Escape routes  
• Head or flank attack  
• Priority areas  

 Have you communicated this to all personnel assigned to the incident, including new arrivals? 

 Can you see all of the fire area? 

 Can you communicate with everyone on the fire and with dispatch? 

 Are escape routes established? 

• If you are using the black, is it completely burned and without a reburn potential?  

 Are safety and the standard fire orders being followed? 

 Will you contain the fire before the next operational period? 

 Have you reported the status of the fire to dispatch? 

 Do you have a complete list of what resources have been ordered for the fire?
